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SUNDAY PAPERS FEATURED PROGRESS ON ARMS AGREEMENT; MONDAY 
PAPERS FRONTPAGED KISSINGER ANNOUNCES ARMS BREAKTHROUGH.

IA. FRIDAY WASHPOST INSIDE HAD MARDER, U.S.-SOVIETS 
STILL SEEK ATOMIC TEST ACCORD; POST SQUIB REPORTED SEN.

2. SUMMIT. MONDAY NYTIMES HERBERS VLADIVOSTOK REPORTS 
FORD-BREZHNEV TENTATIVE AGREEMENT TO LIMIT THE NUMBERS OF 
ALL OFFENSIVE STRATEGIC NUCLEAR WEAPONS AND DELIVERY 
VEHICLES THROUGH 1985, AND KISSINGER DESCRIBED THE 

DEVELOPMENT AS A BREAKTHROUGH IN EFFORTS TO HALT THE ARMS 
RACE, ADDING THAT THE AGREEMENT WHICH INCLUDES SPECIFIC 
NUMBERS FOR EACH SIDE WOULD BE SUBJECT TO FURTHER 
NEGOTIATIONS IN GENEVA NEXT YEAR ON TECHNICAL QUESTIONS, 

AND THAT KISSINGER HOPES FINAL AGREEMENT CAN BE SIGNED 
NEXT SUMMER WHEN BREZHNEV VISITS U.S. SPECIFIC NUMBERS 
WILL BE KEPT SECRET, KISSINGER SAID, UNTIL TUESDAY 
WHEN FORD BEGINS TO BRIEF CONGRESSMEN. NYTIMES 
INSERTS AP PARA REPORTING PRESIDENT'S ARRIVAL AT ANDREWS 
SAYING SUMMIT HAD ESTABLISHED A SOUND BASIS FOR A NEW 
AGREEMENT THAT WILL CONSTRAIN OUR MILITARY COMPETITION 
OVER THE NEXT DECADE. HERBERS ADDED KISSINGER SAID THE

2A. MONDAY WASHPOST KILPATRICK VLADIVOSTOK REPORTS FORD 
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BREZHNEV ACHIEVED WHAT WAS DESCRIBED AS A BREAKTHROUGH 
THAT WILL PUT A CAP ON THE ARMS RACE, AS THEY AGREED 
ON NEW INSTRUCTIONS TO ARMS NEGOTIATORS THAT COULD LEAD 
TO A TEN- YEAR TREATY LIMITING THE TOTAL NUMBER OF 
OFFENSIVE NUCLEAR WEAPONS EACH COUNTRY MAY HAVE. 
KILPATRICK ADDS IF THE NEGOTIATORS ARE SUCCESSFUL IN 
TRANSLATING THEIR INSTRUCTIONS INTO A DETAILED AGREEMENT, 

THE PRESIDENT WILL HAVE ACHIEVED A MAJOR SUCCESS-ONE 
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THAT ELUDED NIXON AT MOSCOW IN JULY, KILPATRICK ADDING 
THAT LEADERS AGREED TO LIMIT NOT ONLY THE TOTAL NUMBERS 
OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS BUT ALSO TO LIMIT THE NUMBER OF MIRVS 
WHICH HAD BEEN A MAJOR OBSTACLE, KISSINGER SAYING: WE

2B. MONDAY WASHPOST GETLER LOCAL REPORTS VLADIVOSTOK

EXPERTS EXPECTED, YIELDING SEVERAL OPTIMISTIC SIGNS: 

1, FOR FIRST TIME RUSSIANS AGREED TO PRINCIPLE OF EQUAL

ACCORDING TREWHITT, A MAJOR GAP IN THE PACKAGE OF 
CONTROLS WAS FAILURE TO CONTROL THE NUMBER OF MIRVS TO 
BE PACKED ATOP EACH ROCKET; NOR IS THERE ANY LIMIT ON 
THE POWER OF INDIVIDUAL ROCKET LAUNCHERS. TREWHITT 
REPORTS KISSINGER SAID THE TEN- YEAR CYCLE ENVISAGED

TREATY TALKS RECESSED ON NOVEMBER 6 BUT AGREEMENT HADN'T 
BEEN EXPECTED SO SOON AND THERE WAS NO DEADLOCK; TALKS HAVE 
PROCEEDED IN SATISFACTORY MANNER AND WILL RESUME SOON. 
MARDER ADDS THAT OTHER SOURCES CONCEDED NEGOTIATORS FACE
